Operators Declare it an Ille= 


gal Monopoly 


Atlantic City,, N. J., July 25— The 


anthracite/ miners' demand for "com- 
plete recognition" of. their union, in- 
cluding establishment of the closed 
shop and the check-off system, was 
rejected today by operator members 
of the joint committee which is trying 
to enact a wage agreement and fore- 
stall a threatened strike on September 
1. 
,..-•- 
li;- 


The operators said they rejected the 


demand chiefly because in the words 
of an adviser, they refused to become 
a party to an illegal monopoly of the 
anthracite industry. 


The rejection was not considered fi- 


nal, however, nor indicative that the 
wage negotiations .would fail, although 
the demand for the check-off and. the 
closed shop with that for wage in- 
creases are the three most important 
on tha miners' list. 


Today marked the opening of the 


actual bargaining. The miners' dele- 
sates finished explainis in detail the 
alleged grievances which several de- 
mands were designed to correct. 


The operators agreed "in principle" 


to those requesting that the wage 
schedule be brought.up to date, so it 
would fix rates on new classifications 
of work. 


The miners elucidated their demands 


for an equalization of prices charged 
the miners for rented company houses 
and for coal. 
In some regions the 


miners complained, coal was too high 
priced, ind other collieries sold it to 
employes at lo\ver rates. 
The same 


complaints were cited in arguments 
for an equalization of 
house 
rent 


rates throughout the Pannsylvania an- 
thracite field. 


Operators asserted that all compan- 


ies gave the miners reduced prices on 
the coal they burned in the homes they 
rented. In fact, they said, some mi- 
ners made a profit by subletting their 
company-owned homes while 
they 


lived in houses they built for them- 
selves.

•The operators denounced the closed 


shop as an illegal monopoly, not con- 
ducive to fair plan for all workmen 
and un-American. They declared they 
would not sign 'any contract or enter 
inti> an agreement that would in "the- 
ory or practice be exclusive of monop- 
oly or embody the principle of the 
closed shop."
